In view of this it is considered neeessar\ 
that legislation should be undertaken so as to extend the provisions of tin* 
Act to agricultural lands in this Province with retrospective effect in order 
to give widows the full measure of the benefit which the framers of the Act 
contemplated and to protect transactions already entered into on the faith 
of the Act with certain savings.

Report of the Select Committee on the Bengal Agricultural lneome*tax Bill, 

1843. 

We the members of the Select Committee to which the Bengal Agricultural 
Income-tax Bill, 1943, was referred by a motion carried in the Bengal Legis- 
lative Assembly on the 16tb September, 1943, have the honour t6 submit this 
our final report with the Bill embodying amendments recommended by us. 
Those matters which have been recommended by u6 for OmiCsiOri have been 
printed in italics and enclosed in square brackets and those recommended for 
new insertion have been underlined. 

2 The Bill was published before introduction in the taUutiu Gazette, 
dated the 26tb August. 1943. 
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3. The Committee met for the first time on the 8th November, 1943, and 
continued their sittings till the 6th January, 1944, with occasional recess. But 
as the deliberations could not be finished by the 21st December, 1943 (the date 
appointed in this behalf by the Assembly), the Chairman of the Committee 
applied to the Hon’ble Speaker for extension of time till the 31st January, 1944. 
which was granted. The Committee has now been able to finish their delibera- 
tions on the Bill. 

4 

4. The Bill has not in our opinion been altered by our recommendation to 
the extent of requiring republication. 

5 The changes made in the Bill, apart from mere formal and technical 
alteiations, are as follows: — 

Preamble.— The alterations here are consequential on our subsequent recom- 
mendation in the Bill. 

Clause 2 — Sub-clause (7a). — We are of opinion that the concept of Hindu 
undivided family as an unit of assessment is necessary only in the case of such 
families as are governed by the mitaksharn law. Hence this definition has been 
added to restrict the meaning of the term accordingly. 

Sub-clause (8). — This is a drafting change to make the intention clear. 

Sub-clauses (12a) and (16). — We have considered it desirable to insert a 
definition of “received” used with reference to the receipt of the agricultural 
income by a person, and of the term “written down value” as we consider these 
necessary in view of alterations suggested by us in the body of the Bill. 

Sub-Clause (15). — We have changed the definition of “Total world income” 
to make it more precise. 


CHAPTER I. 

Clause 4. — We are of opinion that the agricultural income derived from 
buildings should be excluded from taxation. 

The omission of the words “deemed to be received” is conseauential. 

In modifying sub-clause (b) we intend that in the case of partial dedication, 
the exemption should l>e limited to that portion of the agricultural income which 
is actually applied to religious and charitable purposes. 

CHAPTER II. 

Clause 5. — The amendments here are of a consequential nature. We con- 
sider it desirable that there should be two separate heads of account in respect 
of agricultural income derived from land. 

Clause 6. — We found it desirable that allowances in respect of agricultural 
income from rent and revenue and from agriculture should be dealt with in two 
separate clauses. 

We have limited the interest allowable under sub-clause (2) to such amounts 
as can be legally charged under the Bengal Money-lenders Act, 1940. 

Sub-clauses (4) and (4A). — We have made separate provisions for allow- 
ances in respect of current repairs and 1 depreciation. Sub-clause has been 
recast and expanded to make it wide enough to suit the case of the Sundarban 
landlords and other similarly situated landlords who have to incur large costs 
to maintain the embankments. In sub-clause (/A) the allowance for depreciation 
has been limited to work or assets constructed or acquired after the commence- 
ment of the Act.. 

In sub-clause (6) we have added a proviso to enable the landlord who gets 
his accounts properly audited to take advantage of the actual cost. We have, 
however, thought it necessary to -specify a maximum. 

We have redrafted sub-clause (7). 

We have added sub-clause (<?) to cover all those expenses not specifically 
•provided for but nebessary for -deriving agricultural income. 


P.\BT 
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Clause 7. — We have redrafted this clause in consonance with our earlier 
recommendations. 

Sub-clause (1). — We have added a proviso to provide for a presumptive 
cost of cultivation in certain cases. 

Sub-clause (3). — We have considered it necessary to restrict the allowance 
so that allowance for interest on loans contracted before 1st September, 1941, 
will be admissible only when the loan is on mortgage and was made for the 
improvement of the land. Allowance for interest on loans contracted after 
the commencement of the Act will be admissible only if the loan was spent for 
acquiring or improving the land. 

Clause 8. — We consider that any determination of the market value of 
the agricultural produce and any apportionment of a common charge made 
under the Indian Income-tax Act should be accepted. We are also of opinion 
that in the case of agricultural income derived from lands partly in Bengal 
and partly outside, an apportionment on the area basis is unsatisfaetorv and 
here also any apportionment under the Indian Income-tax Act, if available, 
should be accepted. We did not consider it expedient or desirable to give the 
Provincial Government any power as contemplated bv the original sub-clause ( b ) 
of the proviso and have therefore omitted it. 

Clause 9. — We consider that apportionment for the purpose of this section 
should be made on the income basis. 

Clause 10. — We consider that the exemption in respect of life insurance 
premiums should be extended to cover premiums paid to effect insurance on 
the life of any male member of a Hindu undivided family or of his wife or 
minor child. 

Clause 12. — We do not consider that the agricultural income of a wife or 
minor child derived from land jointly owned with the husband or father, as 
the case may be, should be deemed to be the agricultural income of the latter. 

CHAPTER III. 

Clause 13. — This clause has been merged in clause 15. 

Clause 14.-— The proviso to this clause has been incorporated in the new 
clause 15A. The other changes are of purely drafting nature. 

Clause 15. — The changes aie consequential on the deletion of clause 13. 

Clause 15A. — In this new clause we have redrafted and expanded the 
proviso to clause 14. 

Clause 16. — This is consequential on our subsequent recommendations in 
the Schedule. 

Clause 17. — The deleted portion of this clause has been transferred to 
Chapter VI. 

Clause 20. — The alteration here is of a drafting nature to make the inten- 
tion more clear. 


CHAPTER IV. 

We have placed clauses 21 and 21A into a separate chapter. This, we 
think, improves the arrangement. 

Clause 21 A. — We have introduced the Appellate Tribunal to provide for 
better and more facilities of appeal. 

CHAPTER IVA. 

Clause 22 has been omitted as unnecessary. 

Clause 24. — In sub-clause (1) we have made the intention more precise. 

• In sub-clause (A) we ha\e added a proviso so that the time for submission 
of accounts or documents may be extended. We have omitted the second portion 
of the existing proviso which is unnecessary. 
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Clause 25. — We have extended the scope of sub-clause (5) for obvious 
reasons. 

Clause 28. — We consider that the provisions of this clause should apply to 
companies also and that the notice period in sub-clause ( 2 ) should be extended 
to thirty days. The other changes are either consequential or of a drafting 
nature. 

Clause 28A. — We have thought it necessary to introduce this new clause to 
provide for cases of change of constitution of a firm and other cases of succession. 

Clause 29. — We have provided that for the purposes of this clause the 
Assessing Officer must accept the decree of a competent civil court or an amicably 
executed document of partition which has been acted upon. 

Clause 34. — In sub-clause (7) we have provided for the communication to 
the assessee of an order fixing the date and place of hearing passed in his 
absence. We have deleted the second proviso to sub-clause (4) as we consider 
it unnecessary. 

Sub-clause (-5) is consequential. 

Clause 35. — We have deleted this clause as we do not think that such wide 
powers of revision by the Commissioner are necessary in view of the introduc- 
tion of the Appellate Tribunal and we have inserted a new clause providing for 
a second appeal to the Appellate Tribunal. 

Clause 35A. — We have thought it necessary to provide for this limited 
power of revision by the Commissioner. 

Clause 36. — We consider that the limitation period should be four years in 
all cases under this clause. We think that the second proviso to sub-clause (7) 
is unnecessary. 

CHAPTER V. 

Clause 42. — We have made provision so that the assessee may apply for 
extension of time as soon as he has presented the appeal. We have also made 
provision for grant of instalments on certain conditions. 

Clause 43. — We have reduced the maximum penalty to a sum eoual to hall 
the arrears. In sub-clause (4) we have also provided for a period or limitation 
to recovery proceedings. 

CHAPTER VI. 

Clause 46. — The second portion of clause 17 has been merged in clause 46. 
We have, in sub-clause (5), provided for the manner of determining the total 
world income. The other changes are of a drafting nature. 

Clauses 47 and 48. — As the scope of the Bill is limited to income (1) derived 
exelusivelv from lands and (2) originating exclusively within Bengal, we are of 
opinion (1) that any provision for relief of double taxation is not appropriate 
to the measure and (2) that the responsibility for relief of double taxation, if 
any, is on the other country which goes in for taxing agricultural income arising 
in Bengal. We have, therefore, deleted both the clauses. 

CHAPTER VII. 

Clause 52. — In sub-clause ( 2 ) we have reduced the maximum daily fine to 
rupees five only. The other alterations have been necessitated by our recommen- 
dations in the earlier clauses. 


CHAPTER VIII. 

Clause 56. — We consider it desirable to restrict the Provincial Govern- 
ment’s power to make rules for the ascertainment and determination of 
agricultural income. 

Clause 57 — Sub-clause (2)(i). — We did not think it necessary to restrict this 
to the Scheduled Banks. 

Sub-clause <2) <lv). — We did net thiuk that the definition should be res- 
tricted as in the Bill. We have, therefore, made provision so that it might be 
so made as to Suit all cases. 

Sub-clause <3). — Dismissal from Government service should not? be 
considered as a disqualification for practice in the Agricultural Income-tax 
Courts and we have accordingly amended the sub-clause. 
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We have provided for appeal to the High Court instead of to the Board of 
Revenue. 

Clause 59 — Sub-clause (2). — We considered it essential that the notice, in 
the case of a Hindu undivided family, should he addressee! to the manager. 
The other change is purely of a drafting character. 

Clause 60. — We have placed the question of place of assessment as much 
bevond dispute as possible. In the case of companies, linn or other association 
of individuals it is either the registered office or the place where its accounts 
are kept. In other cases it is the place of residence of the assessee or his agent, 
but the assessee has an option to he assessed at the place where his accounts 
are kept, provided that that place is in Bengal. 

SCHEDULE. 

A(2). — We have raised the exemption limit to Rs. R.oOO. We have also 
introduced an alternative exemption limit of sixty standard biyhas of land in 
certain cases. The other clianges are consequential or are of drafting nature. 

B. — The change is of a drafting nature.

W i are of opinion that additional income is necessary by imposing a tax on agricultural 
income but the income derived therefrom should be reserved for improvement of agricul- 
ture and hence in the preamble of the Bill after the words “revenues of Bengal” the 
following words should be inserted : — 

“to be applied solely for improvement of agriculture or for projects connected with 
agricultural improvements.’* 

There is no reason why should there be any differential treatment as between an 
osscssee who derives his income from rent or revenue and an assessee who derives his 
income from cultivation and so - sub-clause (2) of clause G should be in line with sub- 
clause (3) of clause 7 as both deal with interest on mortgage or other borrowed canital and 
therefore we are of opinion that sub-clause (2) of clause G should be as wordea as sub- 
claus*i (3) of clause 7 is. 

A" nssps^e from cultivation should also enjoy benefit of “Explanation** to the word 
“Maintenance'' and hence we are of opinion that after sub-clause (3) of clause 7 an 
“Explanation” in the same language as it is found in Explanation to sub-clause (4) of 
clause 6 should be inserted.

The Agricultural Income-tax Act is not a war measure. It is a permanent measure 
with n far reaching character; we must therefore see that the money available be utilised 
properly. In fact, unless the money can be fully utilised for tin; advancement of agricul- 
ture in the land, this measure, to my mind appears to be unsupportable. I therefore 
suggest that the preamble must contain provision to that effect.

1. There are a number of amendments to the Bill by the Select Committee which 
we are unable to support and we therefore reserve the right to move and support such 
amendments in the Legislative Assembly as we may deem advisable. 

2. The scale of tax set out in the schedule makes it clear, in conformity with most 
scales oi income-tax, that individuals with the larger incomes are to pay proportionately 
ninre tax than those with the smaller incomes. In addition, the Bill allows special 
privileges to persons with smaller incomes, e.g., by raising the lower limit of taxation to 
Its. M.oUO, by exempting altogether agriculturists with only sixty bir/has of land and by 
allowing other individual and joint family agriculturists, even working their land with 
hired labour, fifty per cent, as the cost of producing the income; but zemindars are not 
to be entitled to the full cost of collecting their rents. In further contrast, share-holders, 
partners and members of associations by reason of restricted refunds are to suffer tax at 
rates higher than those imposed bv the schedule and they, as well as companies and firms, 
are also to he exposed to the risk of double income-tax. 

thp result the Bill clearlv throws more than the fair burden of the tax on to 
agricultural income connected with business, particularly where the business is controlled 
from outside British India; notably from the United Kingdom. 

For the purpose of this minute we are content to deal only with a few clauses to 
which we attach particular importance. , 

4. Clause 2(1 y a). — The words “in British India” in the definition, borrowed from 
the Indian Income-tax Act. 1922, have been retained, we understand, to enable assessments 
to be made regarding land in Bengal which is assessed to land revenue outside the 
Province. To that wo have no objection but a view has been expressed by certain officials 
^A Ik® within the eomoetence of the Province under this form of definition by 
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amendment hereafter to expand the field of taxation by taxing agricultural i nro mo from 
land outside the Province by adopting the “residence" basis or the “accrual' basis. We 
are strongly opposed to any such expansion of the field of taxation which we believe to be 
ultra rues the Provincial Government and we consider the definition should be brought 
into line with the Assam and Bihar Agricultural Income-tax Acts by substituting the 
nai- e of the Province for the words “British India”. 

5. Clause 2C15). W e see no justification for enlarging the definition ol total world 
income beyond even that comprised in the Indian Income-tax Act and we refer to this 
again in connection with refunds under clause 4(>. 

C». Clauses 6 and 7. — The scheme of computation is based on collections but as regards 
allowances .only actual payments made in the year of assessment are to be allowed, which 
is conti arv to the principle ol taxation adopted by the Indian Income-tax Act, even where 
the cosh method of accounting is adopted. This will mean in the first years after the Act 
coitpm into operation that arrears which may be collected in those years will be taxed thus 
virtually giving retrospective effect to the tax but expenditure paid out in respect of such 
earlier (oiicrtions will not be allowed as a deduction, unless it lias been paid out in the 
actual year w'hen the arrears were collected. The Bill thus has retrospective effect and, in 
addition, the tax-payer may even he deprived of the allowances. 

7. Clause 6(6}. — We do not consider it reasonable, where actual expenditure can be 
proved, to limit collection changes to 1 7 A per cent., to include also the cost of maintenance 
of katcharies and other capital assets and any expenses of litigation. 

8. Clause 7(3) and (6). — We do not consider it reasonable* to deprive agriculturists 
of tlv allowances for mortgage interest and depreciation in the manner in which these 
clauses have been amended. 

9. Clause 24(4). — We are opposed to the amendment to the second proviso as we see 
no pur] lose in permitting the Agricultural Income-tax Officer to require pioduetion of 
accounts in the case of tea income, when such production is already permitted to the 
Indian Income-tax Officer in making the Central assessment. 

10. Clause 46. — Notwithstanding tin* revision of this clause the characteristic of 
calculating the refunds by reference to the total world income is still returned. In the 
result, share-holders, partners and members of associations will suffer tax at rates con- 
siderably higher than other tax-pus ers under flit* Bill, and by enlarging the definition of 
total world income (clause 1 ~> ) | the refunds to be had will he even smaller than as con- 
templated by the original Bill. It should not be ovei looked that the object of taxing the 
company, turn or a.*' social ion instead ol individual members is merely to facilitate (ax 
collection. The revenue has thus been overpaid at the expense of the tax-payer until 
adjustment is had by refunds. The tax-payers should be in a position to get an adjustment 
so that in the final result he is not suffering tax at higher rates than anyone else. The 
basis of assessment is total Bengal agricultural income and this should bo the basis upon 
which lefunds are to be granted. Kven so tin* revenue will make out of the taxation at 
the source basis, since many people will never make refund applications. 

11. Clauses 47 and 48. — We do not consider it equitable to have deleted these clauses. 
It is universally accepted that the subject should not suffer double income-tax on the same 
income. WlnUt we understand and appreciate the arguments set out in the Select 
Committee Report it should be remembered that Bengal is entering upon the legislative 
field with a taxation measure when a variety of other schemes of income-tax of other 
Governments are already in existence, some of which already charge tax on the Bengal 
agricultural income. To ignore this is to inflict double taxation. As regards the 
United Kingdom (clause 48), where the relief is given first by His Majesty's Government, 
on piesent rates no refund claims can possibly arise against the Bengal Treasury. The 
deletion of this clause is thus not designed to save anything foi the Bengal Treasury but 
appeals merely to record that the Bengal Legislature will not co-operate in the Umpire 
scheme for reciprocal relief. We consider that both clauses should be restored. If the 
Bengal Government find hereafter that the Umpire scheme is inequitable, representations 
may be made through the proper channels to Ilis Majesty’s Government for a revision of 
the scheme. Meanwhile the tax-payer should not be exposed to the risk of double 
taxation. 


Minute of Dissent by Rai Harendranath Chaudhuri, M.L.A. 

I am sorry I cannot agree with the report of the Select Committee as it stands and the 
points of my disagreement and the reasons for the changes I still consider necessary are 
given below. 

1. In the all-embracing and unrelieved crisis through which Bengal has been passing, 
and the like of which has not been witnessed since 1770, she can hardly hear the burden 
of a new taxation on a major scale, much less a tax on her agricultural income and 
particularly on the income derived from rent. Those who are not ignorant of the 
provisions "of the Bengal Tenancy Act are aware that agricultural income derived from 
rent paid by tenure-holders and raiyotst is absolutely inelastic and cannot have increased 
at all on account of the present rise in the prices of agricultural commodities. Such 
income if it cannot he said to have deteriorated in value with the fallen rupee, has not 
certainly increased in amount with the present inflation, whatever may be the position of 
“mix£d incomes” that have direct connection with the markets ruled by the War. The 
imposition of such a tax therefore to balance budgets. heavily unbalanced by expenditure 
due to the war. most of which apnin ouorlit to be Central burden, Jr not only 'unjust in the 
present circumstances hut an unjustifiable dissipation of resources that mav be drawn upon 
on return of normal times for purposes of no«t-war reconstruction in the Province. Recently 
the Bengal Government brought out a Commission to examine the existing land-revenue 
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system of the Province and to report “whether it was advisable to acquire all the superior 
interests in agricultural land.” The Commission in recommending the abolition of what 
is called the Zemindari system (involving the interests of all but the actual cultivators) 
also observed that — 

“We should prefer an agricultural income-tax, to be imposed as a transitional 
measure until the scheme of State acquisition is effected, or as a permanent 
measure, if Government consider that State acquisition should not be under- 
taken for financial or other reasons. We are strongly of opinion that :f 
agricultural income-tax is imposed, it should be applied solely for the 
improvement of agriculture, or for projects connected with agricultural 
improvement.” 


If such was the strong recommendation of the Commission before all talk of post-war 
reconstruction came to he indulged in and the present crisis disclosed the necessity of 
larger food production in the province, subsequent events must have lent additional strength 
to that recommendation and consistently with it the proceeds of the agricultural income-tax 
should have gone to finance expenditure for agricultural improvement and the preamble 
should have been amended accordingly. But the Committee was not permitted to make 
the amendment. Will the Legislature be enabled to do so!*' If not, it should be made a 
short term, emergency measure. 

2. The provisions of the Bill have undergone considerable revision but the following 
amendments still appear to me necessary: — 

(*) The definition of “agricultural income” in clause 2(1) should be made more explicit 
by adding an explanation that the word “cultivator” includes a producer who docs not 
cultivate lands himself but carries on agricultural work by paid labourers. It is said 
that the definition given in the Indian Income-tax Act, 1922, must be regarded as sacrosanct 
and that an exact copy of it must appear in the Bengal Act. ff the word “revenue” in 
the definition of agricultural income as given in the Indian Act could be changed to 
“income” and the words “cess collected under any Bengal Act” introduced with impunity 
in the Biliar Act, if the Assam Act could add a big explanation regarding “tea” to the 
definition of the Indian Act without doing any mischief, certainly any addition which 
merely clarifies t lie meaning or states the dictionary meaning of a 'word in the aforesaid 
definition cannot do any harm. After the decision of the Patna High Court in Jhalnk 
Prasad s case (l.L.R. Patna XX, p. b7‘5) a verbal change which does not extend the* field 
of taxation cannot reasonably 1 e opposed. On the contrary omission to state the dictionary 
meaning, the whole meaning, of the word “cultivator” may leave a lacuna and make a 
narrow interpretation of the word * cultivator possil d e , and the word mav well be constiued 
to mean an actual t i II or ot a ran/at who cultivates his lands himself and not a person who 
raises or plants crops by employing hired labour. 

(n) It is unfortunate that in defining agricultural income in clause 4 of the Bill 
while the two exceptions have been taken from section *4(J) of the Indian Income-tax Aet, 
“i eceipts of a casual and non-recurring nature” have not been excluded from the ea1egor\ 
of income as they have been in item (ni) in the said section of the Indian Income-tax Act 
The result will be that such receipts will come to be taxed under the scheme of agricultural 
income-tax, uhile they are excluded in flour (onus under the existing sell e me of non- 
agricultural income-tax in this country. 

(iii) .In clause 4 agricultural income derived from properties held under trust 
for charitable purposes lias been excluded from the category of income. On the same 
ground amounts spent for “charitable purposes” should also he excluded in the calculation 
ol total income, at any rate such amounts should be deducted in computing assessable 
income and some amendment on that line is necessary either to clause 4 or to clauses (i 
and 7. 

(tr) In clause 6 of the Bill even as revised by the Select Committee, it has been 
proposed to allow 15 per cent, as cost of collection including expenses of litigation and 
maintenance of l at chan or any other capital asset. The Land ltevenue Commission 
recommended that in buying up the properties 18 per cent, should he deducted as collection 
charges. There can he no justification therefore for not allowing collection charge at that 
rate in computing assessable income simply because the properties now remain with the 
owners. The collection charges under the management of the Court of Wards have, it is 
said, risen unw to more than 20 per rent. To avoid all controversy about the correct 
percentage in. this matter and yet to do justice in tnose cases where larger percentage of 
such charges is required, provision should have been made for the allowance of all expendi- 
ture actually incurred for earning the income as lias been made in section 12 of the Indian 
Income-tax Act. I he Privy Council in its judgment in Raja Praviat Chandra Barua’s 

case (44 C.W.N., p 1017) expressed the view that if agricultural income had not been 
excepted in the Indian Income-tax Act the income from zemindaries would have been 

taxed, under section 12 of the Act and in that section allowance is made for “ any expendi- 

ture incurred solely for the purpose of making or earning such income’’, ‘if actual 
expenditure for management, collection, litigation and repairs be not deducted in deter- 
miiung the assessable income then the injustice of taxing notional income, 
which all income-tax measures seek in fairness to avoid, will be done. That 

in the revised clause an extra per cent, has been allowed in cases where accounts are 
audited in the prescribed manner can only benefit the Waids Estates or those few who 
keep their accounts as thev are kept in mercantile business but it cannot be available to the 
generality of assessees who keep their accounts in the traditional manner and cafinot 
easily have their accounts audited. 

(i ) Sub-clause (4) of clause 25 appears to make an undue exception. The powers 
referred to are powers to assess the agricultural income and determine the tax. It cannot 
be said from the legal point of view that such assessment and determination will not have 
to be made at all in cases coming under section 8(2). Only the discretion that is vested 
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iu the income-tax officer in sub-clause {!) is practically taken away by sub-claube ij) and 
tlie discretion is vested not even in the Assistant Commissioner but the Coinmissionct ; 
vet the income-tax officer will be the assessing other in the eve of law. He will have to 
do the work of assessment and determine the tax on his own iesponsibilit v at least in the 
eases contemplated in Explanation On of section S< >, When there is provision of appeal 
even in 8Uch-*cases sub-clause {4) should be deleted. 1

In an bun ttmg this A til r ol liisseiit 1 am lo iceoid my haste ojipositmn to tin* imposition 
at income-tax on agiieiiltuial income, especially when tlie province of Bengal is in the 
iindst ot unprecedented economic <n-u>. The <-;.-e lot tlie imposition ol income-tax on 
agricultural income is very weak m Bengal, ihe m .re so when the tax is pi opened lor the 
balancing of the provincial budget lo cover expenses owing in the war. Jt is well known 
Butt tlie incomes oi persons derived iiom ngi null mat rent are inelastic and that they 
cannot enjoy any slice of benefit from the general rise in Hie juices of agricultural produce"; 
moreover their purchasing power lias definitely gone down because of the shooting rise in 
tbe cost ol living. The Bengal Band Revenue Commission Jtj.JS-40 examined the laud 
svstem in all its details and recommended an agiieiiltuial income-tax as a transitional 
measure “until tlie scheme ol State acquisition is ellcr ted", and it was definitely of the 
“pinion that the tax on agricultural income should he applied “solely for the 
improvement ol agriculture or for pmjeets connected with agricultuial improvement’’. 
I lie preamble to the Bill should therefore be amended with a view to earmarking its 
(ii'oeoeds for the improvement of agriculture.

The amount of interest paid in respect 
of capital borrowed for the payment of revenue or rent or local rate or local cess is funda- 
mental for carrying on the business of agriculture, and as such it should be expres-dv 
deducted. It will stifle private charities if the amounts spent Jor charitable purposes 
not deducted in respect of ascertainment of assessable income. 

(5) The Select Committee have drawn a sharp line of distinction between agricultural 
income from rent or revenue and agricultural income from agriculture. To students ui 
social sciences this distinction is significant, hut for the purpose of assessment both Uu* 
grades of income falling under the category of agricultuhil income from land should hr 
dealt with as one unit. A very liberal computation of allowances lias been provided h>r 
in section 7 in the matter of agricultural income from agriculture.

Section (> read togetliei with section 7 illustrates that an individual who is uot a tent 
receiver but a fanner rallying on bis business with (be aid of hired labourers can easih 
produce a statement of accounts with a view to exempting him from the scope, of taxation, 
even though he has factually an assessable income. This special concession to individn.il' 
carrying on agriculture with the aid of hired labourers will lead to the discouragement m 
the (‘litiii-.il/strin ensuring common partnership ol landlords and tenants in the task <n 
agriculture. This taxing statute will thus indirectly load to further levelling down <>i 
agricultural labour displacing the produce-rent and the cash-rent tenancy, it is an 
accepted maxim, with which we are in agreement, that actual tillers should be given all 
kinds of eneouragemenl and protection to pursue their sacred task of cultivation, but all 
this falls within the scope of tenancy legislation. A taxing statute should treat s'imiliin I \ 
situated persons alike, and if it discriminates, it leads to undesirable repercussions. 

Tt is blither apprehended that should such arrangement be sanctioned in Jaw. tin 
rent-receiving community may be loaded with further burdens to make up the losses con- 
sequential on the evasion of individuals earrying on agriculture with the aid of hiie«l 
labourers. This is inexpedient and unfair. 

The Appellate Tribunal, as envisaged in section ^?1A, should consist of person- 
having knowledge and experience so that the confidence ot the assessee may be ensured 
Accordingly, the lawyer member should be strictly recruited from barristers or advocate- 
of the High Court practising professionally for a period of not less than ten years. Tin 
period of five years, as suggested, will help junior practitioners to be a member of tin 
Tribunal which will not 1 k* helpful for the puds of jiiistict*. A plciul^r or uu agricultural 
income-tax practitioner may lie found lacking in experience necessary for judicial 
determination, and as such it is better that they should be debarred from membership ot 
the Tribunal. 

The period of appointment of any member of the Tribunal should not be left to the 
discretion of the Provincial Government which may give legitimate gounds of complaint 
The period should be for five years, the sitting members being entitled to reappointment 
Much too interference by the Provincial Government with the determination of the period 
of a member of the Tribunal would seek to impair his independence, so necessary in ;» 
Tribunal of the kind contemplated in section 21 A. 

The procedure of the Appellate Tribunal should, as far as possible, follow the provision 
of the Civil Procedure Code. * 

(1) In sub-clause (ir) of clause 2 of section 57 it is left to the Provincial Government 
1o prescribe the necessary educational qualifications of an ** agricultural income-tax 
practitioner”. Any person who does not hold a degree in law of any Indian University 
should not be allowed to be an agricultural income-tax practitioner. It will spell injustice 
to the aesessees if |>ersons without adequate training are given permission to practise before 
any agricultural income-tax authority. 
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Minute of Dissent by Mr. Abdul Latif Biswas, M.L.A. 

I cannot accept with a sense ot satisfaction tlu* definition ot “Hindu l ndivided 
Family” as given by the Select Committee bv adding sub-clause to clause 2. The 

definition has restricted the meaning ot “Hindu Undivided Family” by excluding “Hindu 
Undivided Family” governed by Uuyubhaga Law liom the purview oi this definition and 
including only “Hindu Undivided Famih” governed b\ Mitak^haia Law within its scope. 
This restricted meaning ot “Hindu Undivided Familv” is sun* to cause mischief in the 
matter ot assessing agricultural income-tax inn-much as thi< meaning will help the escape 
from taxation ot agricultural income derived liom the properties standing in the name of 
the karta of a Hindu Undivided Family governed by Dayabluiga Law, which (income) 
is otherwise assessable tailing within taxable limit, as the Larta oi such a family availing 
himself of the restricted meaning of “Hindu Undivided Family”, which has tell the Hindu 
Undivided Families governed by Davabhaga Law outside its scope muv and as a matter 
of fact will plead that his familv is not a “Hindu Undivided Family” within the meaning 
of the definition and as such though the agricultural income oi the properties standing- in 
his name as the karta of the family tails within Livable limit will not be assessable when shown 
divided in respective shares among his familv members who have right, title and interesi 
in those properties. It will not be tair that such a family as enjoys ami derives all the 
advantages of a Hindu Undivided Family ami is recognised as such by Hindu Law will 
escape this taxation taking *ibs stand on the restricted meaning of the definition.. This, to 
me it seems is against the spirit of the promised legislation. 1 am strongly of opinion that 
Hindu Undivided Familv should be defined to mean all Hindu Undivided Families whether 
governed by Mitaksharn or Davabhaga Law. 

2. I disagree with the opinion of the majority by which Die words “or finally set 
apart tor application” in the f»th and 7th lines ot sub-clause (b) of clause* 4 have betm 
deleted. By this decision if has been provided that when a property is held in part undei 
trust for religious or charitable purposes or m the ea^c of a Muslim Trust eoinmonlv known 
as Wakfal-al-aulad that portion ot the income which has been finally set apart for the 
application to religious or charitable purposes but. has not. been actually s|>ent within the 
year will not be exempted from taxation. Then* should b<* no such distinction. There 
may be various factors which may stand in the way of speedy application ot that portion 
of income. But foi that reason money meant, foj religious and charitable purposes should 
not 1 m* subject to this taxation.

In* gets his legal cost and if he loses 
it mav be said that his litigation was the* outcome ni his w Itinn and caprices and in both 
file eases these expenses should not be* taken into account when anv allowance is made by 
any income-tax officer. L am further of opinion that then* should not be* any distinction 
between an assessee who <*;ni produce his account audited and certified te he true* by an 
accountant and an assessee* who cannot produce* Mich audited account 

4. The proviso to sub-clause (/) oi c lause* * has allow ed a sum equal to fifty per rent. 
of the market value* of the* p induce raised from tin* land a- the* cost of cultivation in respect 
of all agricultural income derived from land lei erred to in sub-clause (h) oi clause L ot 
section 2 in case oi an individual or Hindu 1 ndivided Familv only whose primary means 
of livelihood is agriculture and whose source* oi agricult ural income* i-, land possessed by 
such individual or lamilv and cultivated b\ such individual or by the members of such 
family with or without the aid of hired labourers This proviso has limited the* scope* of 
allowance only to those individual or Hindu T ndivided family whose* primary moans oi 
livelihood is agriculture and whose source of agricultural income is land only. J think 
this has treated very badly and harshly other persons whose* primary means of livelihood 
is not agriculture and whose* soiirce\s oi agricult n i a I income i> not land. This presumptive 
cost of cultivation has been allowed. I belie ve on the ground that it is difficult on the part 
of the cultivator to keep account of the* expend iture-s proposed to be* allowed under sub- 
clause (J) (i), (ii), {in) and (jr) oi clause 7. Why a sum equal to 50 per cent, of the* 
market value of the produce raised from land ha- been propos e] to |>e allowed as a presump- 
tive cost of cultivation instead of some other per rent will be found in the fact that, through- 
out the province of Bengal the* harqryiars or a/lhuir o keep one half of the produce raised 
from the land under their t tar pa cultivation as e-ost ot such cultivation and give the other 
half to the owners of the land and that cither half b the agricult ural income* from land. 
If the owner of a land when it is given in harpa ged** one: half of the produce as his share* 
wTiich will be construed to be his agricultural income from that land and the oilier hall 
falling in the share* of the hnrpadar is taken as the e*ost of cultivation. I do not find anv 
reason why one half of the produce raised from land kept in owner’s e*u ltivat ion instead 
of, giving it in harpa will not be allowed as cost of c ultivation, only because the primary 
means of livelihood of such owuiei is not agriculture and his only source of agricultural 
income is not land possessed bv him and cultivated bv such owner with or without the aid 
of hired labourers. The proviso may in it have magic* but it certainly lacks in logic. In 
all fairness the presumptive cost should he allowed to all whether their primary means of 
livelihood is agriculture or not and whether their only source of agrimiltural income is 
from laud or otherwise. 
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6. 1 disagree with the provision contained in sub-clause ( a)(i ) and ( li) of clause 12 of the 

Bill in which it has been provided that the total agricultural income of a wife or a minor 
child from the property transferred by the husband or the parent us the case may be in favour 
of wife oi minor child otherwise than for adequate consideration shall be included into the 
agricultural income of such husband or parent. Here* the adequacy or otherwise of the 
consideration has been considered to show the bona fide or tn/tla fide of the transaction. 
One fact lias been lost sight of and it is this that in <pite of the inadequacy of the considera- 
tion a transaction may be bona fide and valid Iran sterling the right, title and interest to 
the transferee. An instance oi .Muslim HibabiJ Kwuj may be cited. A gift of a large 
property in exchange oi a copy of the Holy Koran or a ta&ht may he made and in this case 
though the consider ation is inadequate and meagre the transaction is valid resulting in the 
transfer of right, title and interest from the donoi to the donee. So ] do not fiud any 
reason why tin* agricultural income from a propel ty recei\ed from the husband or of the 
minor child from the property received from a parent by this sort of transfer though the 
consideration is inadequate will be included into tin 4 agricul < oral income of the husband 
or the parent as the case may he. The criterion should be whether the transfer is valid 
or not. In ease of valid transfer to the wife or a minor child such income should not be 
included into the income of the husband or a parent n> the case may be. 

t>ne word regarding the proviso iia) of the schedule where it has been provided 
that a person possessing sixty standard tnf/has of land with sonic conditions contained 
therein should la* exempted from assessment. I think that this except ion is made to save 
the illiterate cultivators from the difficulties of submitting the return complicated in its 
nature when their agricultural income falls below the assessable limit. If that is the 
reason exeeption should be made with regard to one hundred standard bitjhas of land 
instead of sixty standard Inf/lm . n as the probable agricultural income ill normal time of one 
hundred standard hifjhas is not likely' to reach assessable limit. 


Minute of Dissent by Mr. Shahed Ali y M.L.A. 

So far the preamble of the Bengal Agricultural Income-tax Bill is concerned there 
is uo mention how the money accrued from this taxation will be utilised. It was the 
view of many members of the Select Committee that the entire income should be earmarked 
for improvement of the productivity of soil and condition of the agriculturists. It was 
ruled out that it is not within the scope ot the Select Committee to change the pioamble 
as outlined above, as they are concerned only with taxation but not with a j>pi opriaf ion . 
It is tht* power of the Legislature to cancel, modify or alter it. With these words I draw 
the attention of the members of both the Houses ot Legislature to this aspect ot the Bill. 

In the “ Lxphinal ion” of clause 4(h) there is no definition oi “Charitable purpose”, 
“Charitable purpose” should also include all the trusts, obligations and wakfs recognised 
by Muhammadan .Law. As such all the wakts including It ///,/- uEA uhid should have 
found place in clause 4(b) of the present Bill. 

In computing the total agricultural income, the simple /It ha. I! eha-lut-Euaj oi 
I] eha-bit-Shari should have been taken into serious consideration by the Committee. In 
clause 12 of the Bill all the hehas oi gifts or obligation* otherwise than with adequate 
consideration, will be* included for the purpose of assessment. By this provision we come 
into direct conflict with tin* provisions of Muhammadan Law. The tiansfers by hr ha are 
equally valid and binding as transfers for considerat ion . 

1 do not set* any earthly reason why tin's should he included for the purpose of taxation 
alone. 

The taxable unit under this Bill should have been Hs. 4,000 instead of Rs. 3,600.

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The method and procedure ot determining factors i>t‘the taxable amount, in 
* each individual ease regarding- rate ot crops in nonrtal as well as abnormal 
times anil various other matters being 1 unknown, there is every apprehen- 
sion that stringent measure may Ik* adopted by which a larger section ot 
the people may be victimised under I lie operation ot this Act though 
they ought not to have been so. 


(; The rate appears to be slight K high, much higher in some eases than that ot 
tiihar Act though lower than that of the Central Act and the slab system that lias 
,i adopted appears to Ih* more stringent than that ot the step system. 

The Land Revenue Commission has expressed their strong opinion that the 
•ultural income-tax it imposed should be applied solely tor the improvement oi 
rli'ulture or for projects connected with agricultural impi o\ emeu! . Rut here 
m >t find any hint, suggestion, earmark or promise that a major portion or any 
' u uould be spent for the improvement either of the agricultuie or agriculturists.

We, the members of the Select Committee' to which the Bengal Supervision 
of Orphanage and Widows’ Home' Bill, 1940, was referred by a motion carried 
in the Bengal Legislative Assembly on the 18th September, 1940. have the* 
honour to submit this our final report with the Bill emUxlving amendments 
recommended by us annexed. Matters recommended by us to Ik* omitted have 
been printed in italics and enclosed in square brackets and all new matters 
recommended to be inserted have Ix'en underlined. 

2. The Bill was published in the ('nln/ttn (inzrt.tr, dated the 2(ith 
September, 1940. 

3 As the Committee could not meet before the* 30th Novemlx*r, 1940, the 
date appointed in this l>ehalf by the Assembly, at the* meeting of the Assembly 
held on the 4th December. 1940, at the instance of the meniln'r in-charge of the 
Bill, the time for submission of the report of the Committee was extended till 
the 31st January, 1941, and again at the meeting of the Assembly held on tlu* 

4th April, 1941, it was further extended till the 30th June, 1941, hv the* House 
on a question put from the Chair. The Committee met for the first time on the* 

2Kth May, 1941, and at that meeting the Committee decided to c irculate the Bill 
to all municipalities and all associations recognised by Government including 
some of the well-known Maternity and Child Welfare Homes lor the* purpose* 

<>f eliciting th.eir opinion on the Bill. Opinions received by the 1f>th June. 1941, 
the date fixed by the Committee to be* the* latest time for receipt of opinions wore 
printed and circulated to the meml>ers of the Select Committee for their con- 
sideration. But as the deliberations could not he* concluded before the* 30th June, 

1941, up to which the time* for submission of the* final report was extended by 
the Assembly, the Chairman of the* Committee presented an a < / 'minim report 
to the House on the 20th August, 1941, and on a question put from the* Chair 
the time for submission of the final report was again extended till the 30th 
November, 1941. This time was further extended till the 30th Septeml>er, 1942, 
by orders of Mr. Deputy Speaker during recess. Then again at the instance of 
the member-in-eharge the time was further extended till 31st December, 1942, by 
the Assembly on a question put from the ( hair on the 23rd September, 1942 
This date, too, having expired without, a meeting of the Committee being held, 
the time for submission of the* final report w*as further extended till the* .list, 
January, 1944, or till the commencement of the next session of the Assembly 
whichever is earlier hv order of the ITon’ble Speaker during recess.

4. The Bill has been substantially altered by our recommendation and we 
consider that it requires republication.

Clause 3. — We have redrafted this clause and have added a proviso to enable 
the existing institutions to obtain licence within a specified period. 


Clause 4. — This clause has been recast and made more comprehensive. The 
Commissioner of Police has been included as the authority competent to issue 
licences in Calcutta. We gave our careful consideration to the provision regard- 
ing sufficiency of funds at the disposal of the society, to run the institution. But 
we did not consider it expedient to put such restrictions as some charitable 
institutions may not have sufficient funds at the outset. The other changes are 
of a drafting nature. 

Clause 5. — In redrafting the clause we have omitted the provision that a 
licence may be cancelled for “any other sufficient cause” as we do not consider it 
expedient or desirable to give such wide j towers . 

Clause 6. — This clause has been recast and expanded. The provision for 
the inspection of the institutions has been retained in this clause. The rule- 
making powers of the Provincial Government have l>een provided in a new clause. 

Clause 7. — This clause has been omitted as the provisions of this clause has 
been incorporated in the proviso to clause 3. 

Clause 8. — Tn expanding and redrafting this clause we have considered the 
necessity of imposing a daily fine for a continuing offence. 

New clauses 9 and 10. — We consider it necessary that these provisions should 
be included. 


New clause 11. — We consider it desirable to add a new clause giving the 
Provincial Government powers to make rules.

The Board of Wakfs shall appoint, transfer and 
dismiss the Imams, Deputy Imams and Muazzins 
and Naib Muazzins of the mosque in consultation 
with the local Mosque Committees to be consti- 
tuted under the Rules and Regulations to be made 
by the Board.” 

5. After section 44 of the Bengal Wakf Act, 1934, the 
following section shall be inserted : — 

“44A. The Board of Wakfs shall keep an up-to-date

10 per cent, of the obligatory alms (Sadaqa-i- 
Wajibah) locally collected shall be remitted to the 
Board of Wakfs.** 

7. After sub-section (5) of section 59 of the Bengal

“And for the economic, educational and religious uplift 
of the Muslim Community.** 

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

Doubts have been raised by some ulaiiia regarding the legality and validity according to 
the strict Shariat Law, of taxing the Wakf Instates against the intention and interest of the 
original founders (Wakifs) under the Bengal Wukf Act, 1934, but at the same time for the proper 
management of the Wakf Estates some sort of supci vision and control over the Mutwallis is 
necessary on account of their mismanagement and misappropriation in some cast's and funds 
are required for that purpose. These funds may bo obtained from some portions of the obliga- 
tory alms (Sadaqat-i-Wajibah) which are at present much misused and as the Provincial Legis- 
lature is not competent to tax the money income of the Mutwalli’s share of the Wakf Estates, 
the Federal Government should be approached to delegate to the Provincial Legislature 1 the 
authority to tax 10 per cent, of this net income of the Mutwallis out of their shares of the Wakf 
Estates ; and pending that the Local Government should make up the deficiency, if any. 

Furthermore, as Wakfs, Mosques, Zakats, Fitras, the price's of the hides of Kurbani and 
all other obligatory alms (Sadaqa-i-Wajibah) are akin matters appertaining to Muslim Commu- 
nity alone and are governed by the Shariat Law, so all these should bo administered under the 
same Act and by the same department, with minimum cost and maximum efJieieney. 

Therefore, in order to make; the Bengal Wakf Act, 1934, all comprehensive it is proposed to 
amend it by additions and modifications.

THE BENGAL 8TEAMER KHALA8I8 BILL, 1943. 

(As introduced in the Assembly on September 28 , 1943 J 

A 

BILL 

to make provisions for the betterment of the condition of steamer 

khalasis . 

Whereas it is expedient to provide for better wages and 
service conditions for khalasis serving on board the steamers 
navigating in the province of Bengal; 

It is hereby enacted as follows : — 

1. (I) This Act may be called the Bengal Steamer Khalasi Act, 

1943. 

(2) It extends to the whole of Bengal. 

(3) It shall come into force on such date as the Provincial 
Government may, by notification in the Official Gazette , appoint. 
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2 . In this Act, unless there is anything repugnant in the Bubject 
or context — 

( 1 ) “ Khalasi ” means and includes the whole staff of the 

steamer save and except the drivers, serangs and 
masters and may be divided into following classes : — 

Tindal, Engine department khalasi, bhandari, mehtar, 
wheel sukani, oilman, lightman, fireman and 
manifest clerk. 

( 2 ) “»Salary” means and includes what is paid to the 

employee by his employer for services rendered .by 
him, payable monthly and as defined in General 
Clauses Act, 1897. Act X of 

1897. 

( 3 ) “Steamer” means and includes steamships, steam 

launches, flats, barges, armboats, cargo boats and 
punsi boats plying in inland waterways. 

( 4 ) Duties of khalasi would not include the work of a cooly. 

3 . The minimum salary of the khalasi staff of the steamer shall 
be as follows: — Fireman, oilman, cassab, wheel sukani, each Rs. 27 
per month, lightman, tindal, each Rs. 31 per month, coalman, 
bhandari, and other khalasis, each Rs. 20 per monlh and manifest 
clerk Rs. 33 per month, tally sukani Rs. 29 per month, deck cassab 
at Rs. 21 per month and wheel sukani Rs. 2fi per month. 

4 . The entire staff of the steamers shall be directly under the 
control of the employer in charge of management of the' steamer 
service and they will be considered servants of the employer with 
all the privilege's, gratuity and pension to which the other staffs 
are entitled under the rules on completion of 20 years service. 

5. The khalasi staff of the steamers on their completion of one 
year’s service would be entitled to 3 months’ leave each and every 
year in the following terms, viz., one month’s leave with full pay 
and another two months' leave without pay and on the termination 
of leave they will be allowed to join their old posts. 

6 . Each and every khalasi would be individually responsible 
for dereliction of his duties and if as a result thereof the employer 
suffers any loss, then and in such case' the employee would be liable 
to pay the damages to the employer : 

Provided that the said damages shall be' deducted from his 
monthly pay by easy instalments. 

7 . The' khalasi staff shall be entitled to free pass once eveiy 
year for their inward and outward journeys. 

8 . In the event of any of employee in the khalasi staff being 
attacked with small-pox, cholera, e>r receiving any be>elily injury 
in course of his duties then and in such a ease* he will lie admitted 
in the hospital by the employer and would remain under his super- 
vision. lie will further be allowed sick leave with full pay for the 
period he remains in the hospital. 

9- If any employee in the khalasi staff be permanently or 
partially disabled on account of injuries received by him while on 
duty, his claim shall be considered as a claim by the Commission- 
er under the Workmen’s Compensation Act, 1923. Act VIII 

of 1923. 

10. Any breach of the provisions of this Act shall he penalised 
by a fine of Rs. 500 on a complaint made to any 1st class 
Magistrate. 


STATEMENT OF OBJ ECT8 AND REASONS. 

The Bill aims at — 


(o) Recognition of the khalasis directly by the employer in charge of the management of the 
steamers navigating in the province of Bengal. 

(6) Total abolition of the present anomalous practice of leaving the khalasis entirely at the 
mercy of the masters, serangs and drivers who taking full advantage of their ignorance 
and economic helplessness exploit them to the fullest possible extent. 

(c) Fixation of the minimum salary of the khalasis at Rs. 20 per month in addition to usual 
leave and free pass, etc. 

The Bill if enacted into law would appreciably solve the growing unemployment problem of 
the province as the steamer companies normally require a huge number of khalasis and would 
improve their standard of living.

Whereas it. is expedient to provide for the restoration of 
the agricultural lands to the tenants alienated by them during 
the year 194.‘1 as a result of the prevailing economic distress. 

It is hereby enacted as follows : — 

1. (I) This Act may be called the Bengal Alienation of Agri- 

cultural Land Act, 1944. 

(2) It extends to the whole of Bengal. 

(3) Jt shall conic into force on such date as the Provincial 
Government may by notification in the Official Gazette appoint 
on this behalf. 


2. In this Act, unless there is anything repugnant in the

(J) “Collector” means the Collector of a district or any other

8. Instead of applying under section 4 for the restoration of his 
holding a tenant may at, his own option apply for the conversion of 
the transfer by the sale of his holding into a complete usufructuary 
mortgage and in such case the Collector shall make an order in 
writing ton verting the said transfer by sale into a complete usu- 
fructuary mortgage with the transferee or person in possession 
as mortgagee as for a period of ten years or such a shorter period 
as in the circumstances of the particular case is in the opinion of 
the Collector justified. 

9. The period so determined by the Collector shall be com- 
menced from the time when the property was possessed by the 
transferee at the very first instance and it would continue to the 
end of that period if the tenant to whom it would restore does not 
redeem the property by paying back the amount so determined 
due for that remaining period by calculation deducting the fair 
and equitable amount of income according to the prescribed manner 
for which the property was enjoyed otherwise the liability for the 
payment of such amount shall be deemed to be extinguished on 
the expiry of the said period. 

10. If a tenant has not availed or cannot avail the opportunity 
of any section of this Act his case would be treated as a complete 
usufructuary mortgage for a period not exceeding ten years after 
which it would be treated as fully redeemed property and the 
liability shall be deemed to have been extinguished. 

11 . On the expiry of the period of the mortgage if the mort- 
gagee docs not yitdd possession of the mortgaged holding to the 
tenant t he Collector may of his own motion and shall on application 
of the tenant, eject the mortgagee and place the tenant in possession 
of the holding. 

12. Neither the High (kmrt nor any civil court shall have 
jurisdiction in any matter which the Collector is empowered to 
dispose of under this Act. 

13 . The Provincial Government, may make rules for carrying 
out the purjjoses of this Act.

Under section 5 of the Murshidabad Act, 1891 , all property belonging to the Murshidabad Estate 
shall descend and be enjoyed for ever by the Nawab Bahadur of Murshidabad for the time being. 
The succession to the titles of the Nawab Bahadur of Murshidabad and Amir-ul-Omrah is governed 
by the custom of primogeniture. The daughters of the Nawab Bahadur and his younger BOns have, 
therefore, no right to the Estate properties. It is considered necessary that there should be some 
provision for their maintenance to keep up the dignity of the family of the Nawab Bahadur after his 
demise. The Bill has been framed with this object in view.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The object of this Bill is to amend the* Calcutta Improvement Act of 191 1 so as to provide for the 
extension of the operations of the Calcutta Improvement Trust to the town of Howrah for th< improve- 
ment and expansion of that town, for which there lias been a strong local demand for some time past. 

2. The main features of the Bill are briefly explained below : — 

(J) In order to provide? for the representation of the various interests in Howrah on the Board 
of Trustees for the Improvement- of Calcutta and to ensure that the representatives of Howrah may 
have an adequate opportunity of considering all schemes relating to that area at their inception, it is 
proposed to enlarge the constitution of t he Board by the addit ion of five representatives from Howarh 
and to set up a Standing Committee - to lx* know n as the How rah Committee — on which the Howrah 
representatives shall form the majority : this Committee shall consider, in the first instance?, all 
proposals relating to the improvement of Howrah prior to their being placed befere the Board of 
Trustees. 

(2) At present there is no sewerage system in the town of Howrah, and as no adequate improve- 
ment of a modern towm is possible without such system, it is proposed specially to authorise the 
Board of Trustees to execute a complete Howrah Drainage and Sew erage Scheme, including outfall 
and pumping works. 

(3) For financing the operations of the Board of Trustees in the town of HowTah (or, as occasion 
may arise, in areas adjacent thereto on the west side of the river Hooghly), it is proposed to constitute 
a separate fund, to In? called the Howrah Fund, to which will he credited — 

(i) the proceeds of an additional stamp duty of two per centum on transfer of immovable proper- 
ties, including long-term leases, within the Howrah Municipality : 

(ii) a contribution from the Municipal Fund of Howrah equivalent to one-half per centum ]>er 
quarter on the annual rateable valuation of holdings within the Howrah Municipality, there being 
an obligation on the Municipal Commissioners of Howrah to make up the deficit if the combined 
proceeds from these two sources fall short of Ks. 2i lakhs in any year ; 

(Hi) an annual sum of not less than Rs. 3 lakhs to be contributed by the Board of Trustees for 
the Improvement of Calcutta from its present resources. 

(4) Provision has also been made in the Bill for the IVovineial Government, after approving and 
sanctioning the HowtuIi Drainage and Sewerage Scheme, to contribute one-third of the capital cost 
of the Scheme.

8TATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REAS0N8. 

Since the Calcutta High Court Full Bench decision in the case of Khemankari Dassi 
vs. Rani liar, slut Mukhi Dassi reported in 47 Calcutta Weekly $otes, page 582, a difficulty hat 
arisen regarding annulment ni a tenure partly within one estate sold for arrears of revenue 
and partly within another estate which cannot, however, be separated without the partition 
of these estates. If the portion of the tenure is wholly included within one estate and 
partly within another and the tenure cannot he* divided without the division of the estate's 
by metes and hounds, such a tenure should not be annulled by a revenue sale without 
subjecting the tenure-holder to a multiplicity of suits. In order to safeguard the interests 
of such a tenure-holder, the first amendment is absolutely necessary. 

Regarding the second amendment, it is hardly possible to trace an existing tenure, 
even it be created before' the Permanent Settlement, from the very old records of the 
Settlement most of which are now lost or rendered useless after a lapse of 150 years and 
the demarkation marks, boundaries and description of the lands under that tenure have 
undergone considerable changes so as to baffle proper identification. There is nothing in 
the present Land Revenue Sales Act like the provision of section 50(2) of the Bengal Tenancy 
Act, 1885, for a presumption of a tenure arising from the time of the Permanent Settlement 
by showing in respect thereof payment of a fixed rent or rate of rent which has not been 
changed during the twenty year® immediately before the institution of a suit or proceeding 
for the same. Consequently, the tenure-holder is always to feel the insecurity of his tenancy 
and is subjected to great difficulties at every revenue sale when he is to run the risk of an 
annulment of his tenure whatever improvement he might have made in the lands in the 
meantime. In order to protect hi& interest, this amendment is required.

to make provisions for the betterment of the condition of steamer 
m khalasis. 

Whkrkas it. is expedient to provide for better wages and 
service conditions for khalasis serving on board the steamers 
navigating in the province of Bengal , 

It is hereby enacted as follows : —

6 . The khalasi staff of the steamers on their completion of one 
year’s service would be entitled to 3 months’ leave each and every 
year in the following terms, viz., one month’s leave with full pay 
and another two months * leave without pay and on the termination 
of leave they will be allowed to join their old posts. 

6 . Each and every khalasi would he individually responsible 
for dereliction of his duties and if as a result thereof the employer 
suffers any loss, then and in such case the employee would be liable 
to pay the damages to the employer : 

Provided that the said damages shall be deducted from his 
monthly pay by easy instalments. 

7. The khalasi staff shall be entitled to free pass once every 
year for their inward and outward journeys.

The Bill aims at — 

(a) Recognition of the khalasis directly by the employer in charge* of the management of the 
steamers navigating in the province of Bengal. 

(h) Total abolition of the present anomalous practice of leaving the khalasis entirely at the 
mercy of the masters, serangs and drivers who taking full advantage of their ignorance 
and economic helplessness exploit them to the fullest possible extent. 

(c) Fixation of the minimum salary of the khalasis at Rs. 20 j>er month in addition to usual 
leave and free pass, etc. 

The Bill if enacted into law would appreciably solve the growing unemployment problem of 
the province as the steamer companies normally require a huge number of khalasis and would 
improve their standard of living.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

Government have considered the Report of the Non- Agricultural Land Enquiry Committee 
and are of the opinion that notwithstanding the provisions of the Transfer of Property Act, 
1882, the non-agricultural tenants who hold lands under a lease for residential, business, manu- 
facturing or other purposes are in need of better security. It is obvious, however, that the 
degree of protection cannot bo the same for all classes of tenant s and it has been considered 
necessary to make a distinction between tenancies which are 

(J) of unknown origin or which originated from before the Transfer of Proj>erty Act, 1882 ; 

(2) held under a written lease for a specified period of not less than twelve years ; 

(3) held under a written lease but without specification of any period or without a 

written lease but originating from after the Transfer of Property Aut, 1882, 
in either case the period of possession not being less than twelve years ; 

(4) held under a written lease or otherwise for a period of more than one year but less 

than twelve years. 

It is proposed to confer permanent, heritable and transferable rights on all tenants coming 
under (7). Lessoos under (2) should have a right of Renewal on fair and equitablo terms, 
but in case the lessor has allowed a pucca structure to be constructed on the land, the tenant 
should have the status of a permanent lessee irrespective of the period of occupation. Lessees 
under (3) should have a permanent heritable right. All holdings coming under (2) and (3) 
should bo transferable on payment of a landlords’ transfer foe. A perversion of user or a 
breach of a condition of the contract should bo the only grounds on which a tenant under ( 1 ), (2) 
and (3) can be evicted. Tn case of tenants under (4) provision has boon made for payment of 
compensation under certain circumstances in case of eviction. 

The Bill has been drafted to provide for these protective rights and also to confer other 
incidental but necessary rights on the non-agricultural tenants of the different classes.

REPORT OF THE SELECT COMMITTEE ON THE ADVOCATES’ ROBES 

BILL, 1941. 


(As introduced in the Council by Rai Rrojendra Mohan Maitra Bahadur . 

M.L.C.) 

We, the members of the Select Committee to which the Advocates' Robes 
Bill, 1941, was referred by a motion carried in the Council on the 24th 
September, 1943, have the honour to submit this our Final lie port with the Bill 
embodying amendments recommended by us. Matters recommended by us t,o he 
omitted have been printed in italics and enclosed in square brackets, and all new 
matters recommended by us to l>e inserted have been underlined. 

2. The Committee met for the first time on the 23rd Novemlnu ■. 1943, and 
concluded their sitting on the 24th November. 1943. 

3. The Bill has not been altered In our recommendation to an extent 
requiring repubheation. 

4. The Bill was published after introduction m the Calcutta Gazette of 
the 1st January, 1942, under rule 51 of the Bengal Legislafhe Council Procedure 
Rules. 

5. The changes made by us are detailed below : — 

Lony Title and Preamble. — We have added a long title and have redrafted 
the Preamble to make it more explicit. 

Clause l. — We have made slight drafting changes in this clause and have 
renumbered it as sub-clause (1) of clause 1. 

Clause — We have omitted the provision regarding the date on which the 
Act is to come into operation leaving it to the provisions of the General Clauses 
Act and have redrafted this clause. We have renumbered this clause as sub- 
clause ( 2 ) of clause 1 of the Bill. 

Clause -J . — We have made only slight drafting changes in this clause and 
renumbered it as clause 2. 

Clause 4 —We have redrafted this clause and renumbered it as clause 3. 
We have allowed six months’ time to the High Court in place of three months 
after the coming into force of this Act as originally provided for in the Bill, 
within which the High Court shall prescribe the uniform robe for wear by 
Advocates. We have also made the wearing of such robes by Advocates when 
appearing in their professional capacity before any Court, compulsory after 
the expiry of six months after the termination of the war or six months after the 
coming into force of the Act, whichever is the later. We have added a proviso 
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exempting the Advocate-General of India and of the Provinces of India from 
the operation of this clause.

Min te of Dissent by Mr. Bankim Chandra Datta, M. L. C. 

Unavoidable circumstances took me away from town for about threo months, duel ns such 
I oou lei not have any notice of the meetings held by the Select Committee. 

It is one of those very few Bills which is not for the general benefit of the people and is based 
on an imaginary grievance horn of an inferiority complex. 

The sponsor of the Bill" does not apparently seek the unification of the Bar as this Bill want 
only uniformity in robes among practitioners in the Calcutta High Court, leaving the other 
classoss of lawyers to shift- for thonfsolves. 

The following classes of lawyers practise in the various Courts of Bengal : — 

(i) Vakils. 

(ii) District Court Pleaders, Small Cause Court Pleaders and Police Court- Pleaders. 

(iii) Muklitears. 

(iy) Revenue Court- Agents. 

(v) Solicitors. 

(vi) Barristers. 

It is somewhat obscure as to w hat he (sponsor of the Bill) means by saying that “as a necessary 
step towards the creat ion of a united Bar, there should be a uniform robe for Advocates of the High 
Court". This clearly shows that lie does not like the idea that the High Court Vakils or Advocates 
should wear the same robes as the District Court Pleaders or Muklitears, etc. 

The Barristers have, from time immemorial, had a distinctive robe worn bj* them all over the 
world. There is no reason why they should be deprived of the same or that others should he allowed 
to copy them. 

The matter of robes, if I may say so, is a domestic matter for the learned Chief Justice and the 
Judges of the Hon'ble High Court. They have, after hearing all concerned, exercised discretion and 
prescribed certain modes of robes for lawyers practising in that Court and 1 venture to submit that 
a piece of legislation like this w ould be a direct interference w ith the jurisdiction of the Hon’ble High 
Court and should not have been introduced in this Legislature. 

The Indian Bar Councils Act has dealt with the status of the Barristers and Advocates of the 
High Court as also the question of seniority among Ihem and thereafter there' should be no grievance 
against the Barristers at all. This cry for the same rotes for all, is, I regret, born of all imaginary 
grievance, possibly among a very few memters ; inasmuch as a large number of the Vakils or Advocates 
would never grudge the rotes as they can stand in their own merits, without caring for this or. that 
robe. 

Tt is a mere cry for the shadow and the valuable time of the Legislature should not have been 
wasted by such an unnecessary piece of legislation.

STATEMENT OF OBJECT8 AND REASONS. 




It appears that the question of robes for its Advocates has long been agitating the High Court 
at least since 1921). 

While trying to dispose of the matter in the interests of uniformity the Court made rules which 
led not to uniformity but really to diversity. At present there are throe classes of robes worn in 
the High Court. — 

(i) An Advocate’s robe prescribed by the Court, 

(ii) A Barrister’s gown, 

(it i) A blue gown prescribed by the Court in 1907 for Vakils. 

Recently there have bee n instances whore the Court has itself not followed its own rules. 

The idea for a long time lias been to have a self- contained Indian Bar. Uniformity in robes 
is a step towards that end. 

This Bill is therefore introduced to secure that end.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 


Sometimes it so happens that due to the negligence of the owner a private embankmen 
falls into disrepair and breaches that occur in it are not closed. Collectors htove no power 
under the Bengal Embankment Act, 1882 (Bengal Act II of 1882) to get the repair done v uhou 
taking charge of the embankment for future maintenance nor can the owner be compelled t< 
make necessary repairs. It may not be always convenient or expedient to take charge of HJ 
embankment for future maintenance by Government. The result is that the embankm**],; 
is left unattended to with the consequence that the people whose properties used to be proto. w< f 
by it suffer. 

It is therefore proposed to amend the Bengal Embankment Act, 1882 (Bengal Act [\ u < 
1882), so that Collectors may have power to have necessary repairs done to a private embank- 
ment whore considered necessary without taking charge of its future maintenance and rom\**i 
the cost thereof from the people benefited by the w ork.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

Tho dowry or pana system in connection with a marriage agreement is really obnoxious and is 
a standing disgrace to a society in w hich it is prevalent. Not only Snehalata <s are victims to this 
pernicious practice but many cultivator or artisan classes of Bengal are going to be extinct under the 
pressure of the all-levelling steel roller of kannytt pana or bride-money; whatever these people lay by 
with their sweated labour they lose in contracting costly marriage's from their point of view and 
often become burdened with mortgages and pledges which they can never redeem. All the brothers 
of a family in many east's cannot marry and if a w ife is dead he cannot dream of a second marriage. 
Widow remarriages being still unknown utter ruin stares these classes in the face. This evil custom 
is on the other hand spreading its baneful effects on the society of our sister community of common 
origin, namely, the Muslim community of Bengal. The poor Muslim peasantry are constantly com- 
plaining that their society is also imitating this ruinous custom from their Hindu brothers. Like 
infectious epidemics of Bengal this pestilential custom is eating into the vitals of the society and is 
no respecter of persons, communities or (‘lasses. It requires a strong hand to put it down. When 
society loses its soul it requires a lashing of the severest nature to bring it round to its sense from the 
stupor and callousness of ages. 1 have the greatest respect for the opinion of those who think that 
social conscience should In* roused by c*ducating public opinion and bringing moral pressure thereon. 
But this also should be borne in mind that social legislation often helps such education wonderfully 
and beyond all expectations. Social propaganda and social education on the lines generally suggested 
by the social reformers and orthodox social w orkers should not be minimised and discouraged, but the 
dog-in-the-manger policy in social reforms must be once for all abandoned. The do-nothing fellow s 
who want to burke all social legislations on the plea that reforms must come from within should now' 
read the signs of the times that unless useful reforms are welcome in the social structure which 
has rusted, the waves of all devouring so-called socialistic ideas will sweep away many of their much 
beloved social customs of long-standing usefulness before it is too late to mend w’ith tho speed of an 
eastern typhoon. Has not the Sarda Act with all its faults helped to raise the marriageable age of a 
bride? Pernicious customs like the sati and the throwing of babies into the junction of the Ganges 
and the sea were stopped by legislation. Any how and at any cost this evil custom must be eradi- 
cated from the social life. Attacks may be launched from all possible manner and all possible sides. 
With this end in view’ and w r ith the fervent hope that my brother legislators will dispassionately 
help to place this social welfare measure on the State Book at an early date, this Bill is introduced.

In many eases the highest court of the provinces has decided that unless a dwelling house hapfHms 
to be a pucca structure, the land on which it stands, cannot be protected under section 37 of the Bongal 
Land-revenue Sales Act, 1859, and section ICO of the Bengal Tenancy Act, 1885. It appears that 
the original intention of the Legislature was to givi protection to dwelling houses by the abovemen- 
tioned provisions in the said Act. Great hardship ami sufferings are caused to persons who lose 
their dear dwelling houses if they do not happen to be permanent struct ure. There is a great necessity 
of an amendment as proposed to give protection to dwelling houses.

Smoke Nuisance Prevention Act, 194.3. 

(2) It extend* to the whole of Bengal. 

(3) It shall come into force on such date as the Provincial 
Government may hv notification in the Calcutta Gazette appoint. 

(4) It shall apply in the first instance to Calcutta as defined in 
clause (11) of section 3 of the Calcutta Municipal Act, 1923, to the 
suburbs of Calcutta as specified by notification under section I of 
the Calcutta Suburban Police Act, ISfifi, and to the Municipality 
of Howrah as constituted under the Bengal Municipal Act, 1932 ; 
and thereafter it shall apply to such other areas as the Provincial 
Government may specify by notification. 

2. In this Act, unless there is anything repugnant in the

(1) “Amusement house” means cinema, theatre or class thereof

orchestra, balcony, stalls, galleries, first, second, third or 
fourth class seats" for audience or persons holding tickets 
or passes for the purpose of enjoying the performance in 
the amusement house.

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Prevention of 3. No person attending a theatrical, cinema or any such 

^amiJHernent^ performance shall smoke biris, tobacco, cigars, cheroots, cigarettes 
or any other smoking stuff while in the auditorium of an amuse- 
ment house. 

4 . Nothing in this Act shall apply to— 

(1) Places of private entertainment or amusement, amusement 
halls attached to residential hotels, clubs, boarding 
houses, railway clubs, military clubs, docks, wharves, 
airports and barracks. 

(2) Lobbies or reserved places for smoking in a house for public 
entertainment or amusement. 

Penalties. 5 . Whoever contravenes the provision of section 3 shall bo 

punishable with fine which for a first offence may extend to Its. 10 
and for a second or any subsequent offence may extend to Its. 50. 

Who may 6. Any person above 18 years of age may lodge a complaint 

complain. with a Magistrate of competent authority about any violation of 

this Act. 

Procedure. 7. No Court inferior to a Magistrate of the second class shall 

try an offence punishable under this Act. 

Indemnity. 8. No suit, prosecution nr legal proceeding whatever shall lie 

against any person in respect of anything done or intended to be 
done in good faith under this Act.

Smoke nuisance of any sort or kind should be attacked by all means possible. The smoko 
nuisance in a cinema or theatre* hall due to indiscriminate smoking of biris, cigars, tobacco, cheroots 
or cigarettes during t he hours of .performance can la* easily C( nt rolled. This Act will not only be a 
salutary measure* of first class importance, but it will be something like preventing cruelty to indian 
ladies and children who arc not used to smoking by relieving their untold distress and discomfort 
while attending a performance in a suffocating and nauseating smoke-filled auditorium. 

It- will not inconvenience the smoking public in the least, as they have got lobbies and verandahs 
attached to the auditorium where they can satisfy their thirst for smoking during the interval 
between two halves of each and every performance — one half covering not more than an hour or 
so— -or as often as they like. 

This Pill is a very short one and, if tumeted, it will bring on beneficial results — firstly, preventing 
aggravation of “Calcutta throats'’ and various chest ailments and, secondly, making the amusement 
house (now a place of distress and torture for many) a really cheerful and enjoyable place worth 
its name when* one would long to stay a bit longer.

REPORT OF THE SELECT COMMITTEE ON THE BENGAL DISEASES 

OF ANIMALS BILL, 1944 

(as introduced in the Bengal Legislative Council by the Hon’bte Khan Bahadur 

Saiyed Muazzamuddin Hosain, M.L.C.). 

We, the momMs of the Select Committee to which the Bengal Diseases of 
Animals Bill, 1944, was referred by a motion carried in the ('oulicil on the 
23rd March, 1944, have the honour to submit this our Final Report with the 
Bill embodying amendments recommended l»v us. Matters recommended by us 
to l>e omitted have l>een printed in italics and enclosed in square brackets, and 
all new matters recommended by ns to be inserted have Urn underlined. 

2. The Committee met for the first time on the 3rd April, 1944, and 
concluded their sitting on the 4th April, 1944. 

3. The Bill has not ln*en altered by our 1 recommendation to an extent 
requiring republication . 

4. The Bill was published before introduction in the Calcutta Gazette of 
the 27th January, 1944, under rule 4* of the Bengal legislative Council 
Procedure Rules. 

5. The changes made by us arc detailed Mow 

Clause 2. — Sub-clause (1).-Wc have included “bullocks" and "dogs" in 
the definition of animals in order to bring these animals under the purview of the 
Bill. 

Sub-clau se (2). — We have excluded glanders and farcy as these diseases 
are covered by the Glanders and farcy Act, 1899. 

We have also excluded the disease called “surra" from the purview of the 
Bill as this is a disease of the horses which have lieen excluded from the present 

Bill 

Sub-Clause (6). — We consider it desirable that the officers of the Bengal 
Civil Veterinary Department who may l>e authorised by the Government to 
carry on the duties of the Veterinary Assistants under this Act should in the 
opinion of the Provincial Government possess suitable qualifications in 
veterinary medicine and we have re drafted this sub-clause accordingly. 

Clause 3. Sub-clause (1). --We consider it desirable that a Veterinary 

Practitioner should report the fact of an animal being infective not only when 
he comes to know of it in course of his veterinary practice but also when he has 
reasons to believe so otherwise and this sub-clause has been re-drafted accord- 
ingly. We have also made certain drafting changes. 

We further think it desirable to provide in this sub-clause that any 
person other than the Veterinary Practitioner referred to above may also 
report the fact of an animal being 'infective where he has reasons to believe so. 

Sub-clause (4). — We think it necessary that a copy of the report received 
by the Veterinary Assistant under this sub-clause should be forwarded by him 
to the Subdivisional Magistrate of the area' concerned. 
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Clause 4. — We have made slight drafting change. 

Clause 6. — Sub-clause (1 ). — We have re-drafted this sub-clause to make 
it more explicit. 

Sub-clause (2). — We consider it desirable that the carriage of any animal 
or thing referred to in sub-clause ( 1 ) through an infected area should also be 
allowed in cases where such animals and things are carried bv any mechanically 
propelled vessel approved by the Government and the sub-clause has been 
amended accordingly. 

Clause 7. — Sub-clause (1). — We have made slight drafting change. 

Sub-clause (2). — We have omitted the provision of branding an animal as 
we think such a provision undesirable. 

Clause 8. — Sub-clause CO* — We have made drafting changes and have also 
provided for the seizure of animals in those cases where the order under sub- 
clause (7) to the persons concerned are not complied with within a reasonable 
time. 

Sub-clause (2). — We think it proper to provide that the agent of the owner 
of the animal seized under the proviso to sub-clause (7) may also apply for the 
return of such an animal. 

We think it proper that the cost of isolation, segregation and treatment 
of the animal seized under the proviso to sub-clause (7) of clause 8, should be 
borne by the Government. The sub-clause has been amended accordingly. 

Clauses 11, 14-16. — We have made some necessary drafting changes. 

Clause 19. — We think it desirable that the arresLs of persons under this 
clause should be made by the Police Officer on the request in writing of a 
Veterinary Assistant and the clause has been amended accordingly. 

Clause 24. — Sub-clause (1). — We think it desirable that the rules should 
be made by the Government under this clause subject to the condition of 
previous publication and we have amended this sub-clause accordingly. 

Sub-clause (2) (c). — We have made certain drafting changes. 

New paragraph (cc). — We have added this new paragraph for the 
determination of the manner of marking animals under sub-clause { 2 ) of 
clause 7 of the Bill. This is consequential to the change made in sub-clause ( 2 ) 
in clause 7. 

Sub-clause (2) (e). — We have made slight drafting changes consequential 
to the change in sub-clause 8(£).

The provisions ol the (Handers and Farcy Act, 1899, can lie extended to apply to horses, 
camels, asses and mules in Bengal by a notification in the official Cassette. So, horses, 
camels, asses anil mules were not brought within the purview of this Bill — The Bengal 
Disease** of Animals Hill, 1944. I ulr Statement of Objects ami .Reasons ol this Rill. 

2. Section 20 of the abo\ementiom*d Act gives protection to persons empowered to act 
under it when their acts are done in good laitli. Section 2d of this Rill iollows that auction 
and gives protection similarly. 

d. The Glanders and T arcy Art, 18119, while giving protection to oilicers for acts done 
in good faith lays down in clear and emphatic terms by section 12 ut that Act the liability 
to punishment of officers authoiized to act under it when their acts art* clone unnecessarily 
and vexatiously. Curiously enough there is no such provision in this Hill although chic 
was taken to enact section 2d which indemnities officers tor anything which is doin' m good 
faith. A provision similar to section 12 ot the Glanders and Farcy Act, J899, ought to tind 
a place in this Bill or section 2d oi this Bill should be omitted altogether. 

4- Most villages in Bengal arc* often lull ot party strite and individual animosities. 
The provisions of this Bill may he used to satisfy a private oi party' grudge. At the same 
time, Veterinary Officers may also take advantage ot this Bill when passed into Act and 
use it as an engine of oppression and as a means of unluwtul gain. 1 suggest therefore, 
following the lines in section T2 ot the O landers and Farcy Act, 1899, that **whoe\cr being 
a \ eterinary Assistant or Practitioner or any officer of the Bengal Ci\il Veterinary Depart- 
ment duly authorized by the* Provincial Government to carry on the* duties ut the Veteri- 
nary Assistant under this Act vexatiously and unnecessarily enters oi searches any held, 
building, house or other place or seizes or detains any animals on the pretence that it is 
diseased or orders destruction of it; unnecessarily and vexatiously causes any other loss, 
injury, detriment or inconvenience or unnecessarily and vexatiously causes the carcass ol 
any such animal to be exhumed shall he* punished with imprisonment tm a term which may 
extend to six months oi with fine* which may extend to Rs. ftOO or with both : 

Provided no prosecution shall Lh* instituted after expiry of three months lrom the date 
on which the offence* lias been committed. ” 

f>. 1 am ot opinion that section 19 ot the* Bill should la* omitted. No power should be 

given to any Police Officer to arrest without warrant or without summons issued limn any 
court. 

(i. Section 22 ot the Bill is not only unnecessary blit positively' mischievous. No such 
bar of claim to compensation should he* expressly laid down. Its retention would encourage 
evil acts under cover of good faith. 

7. In sub-clause (2 ) ot clause b of the Bill, so far us I remember, after the words “by 
rail*’ the words “or by steamer or any other mechanically propelled vessel approved by the 
Government" were TnseGeil by the Select Committee. The words underlined should be 
there in the Bill.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The high mortality among cattle in Bengal due to epidemic diseases is well known, but there is 
at present no statute in this province to control them. Action taken on a voluntary basis cannot 
be effective, as restriction on the movement of diseased cattle from one place to another, their segre- 
gation, and mass inoculation of healthy stock in affected areas are among the measures which must 
be taken to bring about a speedy control of the epidemic diseases. This Bill has accordingly been 
prepared vesting Government with powers to undertake the necessary control measures. 

2. The Glanders and Farcy Act, 1899, already in force in this province applies to horses, camels, 
asses and mules. Under section 2(7) of that Act, its provisions can be extended to apply to these 
animals affected with any dangerous epidemic disease by a notification issued by the Provincial 
Government in the Official Gazette. It is not, therefore, considered necessary to extend the provi- 
sions of the present Bill to horses, camels, asses and mules.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The main object of this Hill is to check wrongful and indiscriminate dismissal of 
persons employed in mercantile firms and to provide benefits for mercantile employees and 
non-manual workers. They do not enjoy the rights and privileges conferred on manual 
woikers, bv numerous labour legislations enacted in India during the last two or three 
decades. Mercantile employees and non-manual workers whose numerical st length is esti- 
mated to exceed 100,000, have to maintain by custom or tradition, decent standard of living 
and to incur somewhat heavy expenses for education of children, for medical treatment, 
marriage and other social and religious functions and are unable to effect any savings after 
meeting those recurring expense?* out of their inadequate salaries or make provisions for old 
age. Kniployees attached to a few commercial houses do enjoy some of the benefits pro- 
posed in this Bill. But a \ ast majority of wealthy firms who are members of well-known 
Chambers of Commerce, do not however grant any monetary concession to th«ir employees 
in old age or on retirement in recognition of faithful exertions.

The following Act of the Indian Legislature 
received the assent of the Governor General on tin* 
27th November 1948, and is hereby promulgated 
for general information: — t 

Act No. XXY1 of 1948. 

Art Act to make certain provision for appeals in 
criminal cases tried bp a High Court exercising 
original criminal j u rtistiiction . 

Whereas it is expedient to make certain provi- 
sion for appeals in criminal cases tried by a High 
Court, exercising original criminal jurisdiction. 

It is hereby enacted as follows: — 

1. Short title- — This Act ma\ be called the 
Criminal Procedure Amendment Act, 1948. 

2. Insertion of new section 411A in Act V of 
1898- — After section 411 of the Code* of Criminal 
Procedure, 1898 (V of 1898) (hereinafter referred 
to as the said Code), the following section shall 1 m* 
inserted, namely: — 

“411 A. Appeal from sentence of High Court. 

- ~(7) Without prejudice to the provisions ol sect ion 
4 19 any person convicted on a trial held by a High 
Court in the exercise of it* original c riminal juris- 
diction may, notwithstanding anything contained 
in section 418 or section 428, sub-section (2), or in 
the Letters Patent of any High Court, appeal to 
the High Court — 

(a) against the conviction on any ground of 
appeal which involves a matter of law only ; 

( b ) with the leave of the appellate Court, or 
upon the certificate of the judge who tried the case 
that it is a fit case for appeal, against the convic- 
tion on any ground of appeal which involves a 
matter of fact only, or a matter of mixed law and 
fast, or any other ground which appears to the 
appellate Court to be a sufficient ground of appeal; 
and 

(c) with the leave of the appellate Court, against 

the sentence passed unless the sentence is one fixed 
by law. ... 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained m 
section 417, the Provincial Government may direct 
the Public Prosecutor to present an appeal to the 
High Court from any order of acquittal passed by 
the High Court in the exercise of its original 
criminal jurisdiction, and such appeal may, not- 
withstanding anything contained in section 418, or 
section 428, sub-section (2), or in the Letter* Patent 
of any High Court, but subject to the restrictions 
imposed by clause ( b ) and clause (c) of sub-section 
(1) of this section on an appeal against a convic- 
tion, lie on a matter of fact as well as a matter of 
law. 

(3) Notwithstanding anything elsewhere contain- 
ed in any Act or Regulation, an appeal under this 
section shall be heard by a Division Court of the 
High Court composed of not less than two judges,

<h ] the allowances, if any, of the members of 
the Advisory Committee, and the salaries 
and the allowances, if any, of Inspectors, 
Welfare Administrator# or other officers 
appointed to supervise or carry out the 
activities financed from the Fund; 

{r) the cost of measiues for the benefit of

( i) the improvement of public health and 
sanitation, the prevention of disease, 
the provision of medical facilities and 
the improvement of existing medical 
facilities, 

(ii) the provision of water supplies and faci-

(3) The Central Government shall have power 
to decide whether any particular expenditure is 
or is not debi table to the Fund, and its decision 
shall be final. 

(4) The Central Government shall publish 
annually in the official Gazette an estimate of 
receipts into and expenditure from the Fund, and 
a statement of accounts. 

5. The Advisory Committee. — (I) The Central 
Government shall constitute an Advisory Com- 
mittee, to advise the Central Government on the 
matters on which the Central Government is 
required h\ this Ordinance to consult it, and upon 
an\ other matters arising out of the administra- 
tion oi this Ordinance, which the Central Govern- 
ment may refer to it foi advice. 

(2) The members of the Advisory Committee 
shall be appointed b\ the Central Government and 
shall be of such number and chosen in such 
manner as may be prescribed by rules made under 
this Ordinance : 

Provided that the Committee shall include an 
equal number of members representing colliery 
owners and workmen employed in the coal- 
mining industry, and that at least one member of 
thi* Committee shall be a 'woman. 

(3) The chairman of the Advisory Committee 
shall be an officer ol t lie Central Government, 
appointed by the Central Government. 

(40 The Ointral Government vshall publish in the 
official Gazette the names of all members of the 
Advisory Committee. 

6. Appointment and powers of officers . — (/) The 
Central Government may appoint Inspectors, 
Welfare Administrators and other officers to 
supervise or cany out the activities financed from 
the Fund. 


(2) Any officers so appointed shall be deemed to 
be public- servants within the meaning of section 
21 of the Indian Penal Code. 

(3) Any Inspector or Welfare Administrator 
may, with such assistance if any, as he thinks fit, 
enter at any reasonable time any place which hy 
considers it necessary to enter for the purpose of 
supervising or carrying out the activities financed 
from the Fund, uiul may do therein anything 
necessary for the proper discharge of his duties."" 

7. Power U> make ruler,. — ( 1 ) The Central 
Government may, by notification in the official 
Gazette, make rules to carry into effect the pur- 
poses and the provisions of this Ordinance.

Now, THF.KF.FonK, in exereise of the powers con- 
ferred by section 72 of the Government of India 
Act, as set out in the Ninth Schedule to the 
Government of India Act, 11KJ5 (26 Geo. 5, c. 2), 
the Governor General is pleased to make and pro- 
mulgate the following Ordinance: — 

1. 8l»ort title, extent and commencements— 

(1) This Ordinance may be called the Burma 
Police Forces (Discipline Enforcement) Ordinance, 


1944. 

(2) It extends to the whole of British India.

Now, THEHKFoUK, in exercise of the powers con- 
ferred by section 72 of the Government of India 
Act, as set out in the Ninth Schedule to the Govern- 
ment of Tndiu Act, 1945 (2b Geo. 5, c. 2), the 
Governor General is pleased to make and promul- 
gate the following Ordinance: — 

1. Short titls, extent and commencement. — ( 7 ) 

This Ordinance may be called the Criminal Law 
Amendment Ordinance, 1944. 

<2) It extends to the whole of British India, and 
applies ulso to British subjects and servants of the 
Crown in any part of India and to British subjects 
who are domiciled in any part of India wherever 
they may be. 

2. Interpretation. — </) In this Ordinance, 
"scheduled offence" means an offence specified in 
the Schedule to this Ordinance*.

(7) Where the Provincial Government has reason 
to believe that any person has committed (whether 
alter the commencement of this Ordinance or not) 
any scheduled ollence, the Provincial Government 
may, whether or not any Court has taken cogni- 
sance of tl»e offence, authorise the making of an 
application to the District Judge within the local 
limit* of whose jurisdiction the said person ordi- 
narily reside or carries on his business, for the 
attachment under this Ordinance of the money or 
oihei property which the Provincial Government 
believes the said person to have procured by means 
of fh** offence, or if such money or other property 
cannot for any reason be attached, of otlier pro- 

I ierty of the said person of value as nearly as may 
>e equivalent to that of the aforesaid money or 
other properly. 

b2) The provisions of Order XXVII of the First 
Schedule to the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908 (Act 
V of 1908), shall apply to proceedings for an order 
of attachment under this Ordinance as they apply 
to suits by the Crown. 

(3) An application under sub-section (7) shall 
be accompanied by one or more affidavits stating 
the grounds on which the belief that the said 
person has committed any scheduled offence is 
founded, and the amount of money or the value of 
otlier property believed to have been procured by 
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means of the offence : the application shall also 
furnish — 

(a) any information available as to the location 

tor the time being* of any such money or 
other property, and shall, if necessary, 
give particulars, including the estimated 
value, of other property of the said 
person ; 

(b) the names and addresses of any other 

persons believed to have, or to be likely 
to claim, any interest or title in the pro- 
perty of the said person. 

4. Ad interim attachment. — ( 1 ) Upon receipt 
of an application under section '1, the District 
Judge shall, unless for reasons to be recorded in 
writing he is of opinion that there exist no prirna 
facia grounds for believing that the person in res- 
pect of whom the application is made has commit- 
ted any scheduled offence or that he has procured 
thereby any money or other property, pass with- 
out delay an ad interim order attaching the money 
or other property alleged to have been so procured, 
or if it transpires that such money or other pro- 
perty is not available for attachment, such other 
property of the said person of equivalent value as 
the District Judge may think fit: 

Provided that the District Judge may if he thinks 
fit before passing such order, and shall before 
refusing to pass such order, examine the person or 
persons making the affidavits accompanying the 
application. 

(2) At the same time as he passes an order under 
sub-section ( 1 ), the District Judge shall issue to the 
person whose money or other property is being 
attached a notice, accompanied by copies of the 
order, the application and affidavits and of the 
evidence, if any, recorded, calling upon him to 
show eaiiM* on a date to be specified in the notice 
why the order of attachment should not be made 
absolute. 

(3) The District Judge shall also issue notices, 
accompanied by copies of the documents accom- 
panying the notice under sub-section ( 2 ), to all 
persons represented to him as having, or being 
likely to claim, any interest or title in the property 
of the person to whom notice iH issued under the 
said sub-section, calling upon each such person to 
appear on the same date as that specified in the 
notice under the said sub-section and make objec- 
tion if he so desires to the attachment of the pro- 

f ierty or any portion thereof on the ground that he 
ias an interest in such property or portion thereof. 

(4) Any other person claiming an interest in the 
attached property or any portion thereof may, not- 
withstanding that no notice has been served upon 
him under this section, make an objection as 
aforesaid to the District Judge at any time before 
an order is passed under sub-section (1) or sub- 
section (3), as the case may be, of section 5. 

5. Investigation of objections to attachment. — 

(1) If no cause is shown and no objections are made 
under section 4 on or before the specified date, the 
District Judge shall forthwith pass an order 
making the ad interim order of attachment 
absolute. 

( 2 ) If cause is shown or any objections are made 
as aforesaid, the District Judge shall proceed to 
investigate the same, and in so doing, as regards 
the examination of the parties and in all other res- 
pects he shall, subject to the provisions of this 
Ordinance, follow the procedure and exercise all 
the powers of a Court in hearing a suit under the 
Code of Civil Procedure, 1908 (Act V of 1908); 
and any person making an objection under section 
4 shall be required to adduce evidence to show 
that at the date of the attachment he had some 
interest in the property attached. 

(3) After investigation under sub-section (2), 
the District Judge shall pass an order either 
making the ad interim , order of attachment abso- 
lute or varying it by releasing a portion of the 


property from attachment or withdrawing the 
order : 

Provided that the District Judge shall not 

(a) release from attachment any interest whk*h 

he is satisfied that the person believed to 
have committed a sc heduled offence has in 
the property, unless he is also satisfied 
that there will remain under attachment 
an amount of the said person’s property 
of value not less than that of the pro- 
perty believed to have been procured bv 
the said person by means of the offence, or 

(b) withdraw the order of attachment unless he 

is satisfied that the said person has not by 
means of the said offence procured any 
money or other property. 

6. Attachment of property of mala fide trans- 
ferees. — (/) Where the assets available for attach- 
ment of a person believed to have committed a 
scheduled offence are found to be less than the 
amount or value which lie is believed to have pro- 
cured by merits of such offence, and where the 
District Judge is satisfied, by affidavit or other- 
wise, that there is reasonable cause for believing 
that the said person has, after the date on which 
the offence is alleged to have been committed, 
transferred (whether after the commencement nt 
this Ordinance or not) any of his property other- 
wise than in good faith and for consideration, the 
District Judge may by notice require any trans- 
feree of such property (whether or not he received 
the property directly from the said person) to 
appear on a date to be specified in the notice and 
show cause why so much of the transferee's pro- 
perty as is equivalent to the proper value of the 
property transferred should nol he attached. 

(2) Where the said transferee does not appear 
and show cause on the specified date, or where 
after investigation in the manner provided in sub- 
section (2) of section 5, the District Judge is satis- 
fied that the transfer of the property to the said 
transferee was not in good faith and for considera- 
tion, the District Judge shall order the attachment, 
of so much of the said transferee’s property as is 
in the opinion of the District Judge equivalent to 
the proper value of the property transferred. 

7. Execution of orders of attachment. — An 

order of attachment of property under this Ordi- 
nance shall be carried into effect so far as may he 
practicable in the manner provided in the Code of 
Civil Procedure, 1908 (Act V of 1908), for the 
attachment of property in execution of a decree. 

8. Security in lieu of attachment. — Any 

person whose property has been or is about to be 
attached under this Ordinance may at any time 
apply to the District Judge to be permitted to give 
security in lieu of such attachment, and where the 
security offered and given is in the opinion of the 
District Judge satisfactory and sufficient, he may 
withdraw or, as the case may be, refrain from 
passing, the order of attachment. 

9. Administration of attached property. — (4) 

The District Judge may, on the application of any 
person interested in any property attached under 
this Ordinance and after giving the agent of the 
Provincial Government an opportunity of being 
heard, make such orders as the District Judge 
considers just and reasonable for — 

(a) providing from such of the attached pro- 
perty as the applicant claims an interest 
m, such sums as may be reasonably 
necessary for the maintenance of the 
applicant and of his family, and for the 
expenses connected with the defence of 
the applicant where criminal proceedings

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(2) Where it appears to the District Judge to 
be just and convenient, he may by order appoint a 
receiver to manage any property attached under

1. Short title, extent and commencement .— {!) 

This Ordinance may be called the Coal Production 
Fund Ordinance, 1944. 

(£) It extends to the whole of British India. 

(3\Jt shall come into force at once. 



2. Imposition and collection of exeiae an< 
customs duties. — (7) With effect from such da” 
as the Central Government may, by notification ii 
the Official Gazette, appoint in this behalf, then

ACT No. XVI OF 1944. 

An Act further to amend the Coffee Market 
Expansion Act , 1942. 

WHEREAS it is expedient further to amend the 
Coffee Market Expansion Act, 1942 (VII of 1942), 
for the purposes hereinafter appearing; 

It is hereby enacted as follows: — 

1. Short title.— This Act may be called the 
Coffee Market Expansion (Second Amendment) 
Act, 1944. 


2. Amendment of section 31, Aot VII of 1942* 

— To sub-seetion (1) of section 31 of the Coffee 
Market Expansion Act, 1942, the following shall 
be added, namely: — 

“and any sums transferred to the general fund 
under the proviso to sub-section (2) of 
section 32.” 

3. Amendment of section 32, Act VII of 1942.

ACT No. XV OF 1944. 

An Act temporarily to amend the Indian Patents 
and Designs Act, 1911., 

WHEREAS it is expedient temporarily to amend 
the Indian Patents and Designs Act, 1911 (II of 
1911), for the purpose hereinafter appearing; 

1 1 is hereby enacted as follows : — 

1. Short title • — This Act may be called the 
Indian Patents and Designs (Temporary Amend- 
ment) Act, 1944. 

2. Temporary smsffdvnent of section 21 v Aot II 
Of 1911a — During the period beginning cm the 
3rd day of September 1939, and ending on the 
expiry of six months after the cessation of the 
present hostilities, section 21 of the Indian Patents 
and Designs Act, 1911, shall have effect, and shall 
be darned to have had effect throughout the said 
period, as if — 

(u) after sub-section /3) the following sub-section 
had been inserted, namely: — 

“(3A) The powers of officers or authorities 
administering any department of the service of 
His Majesty under sub-section (2) or sub-section 


(3) to make, use or exercise an invention for tbe 
service of the Crown shall include the power to 
make, use, exercise or vend an invention upon 
such terais as are mentioned in sub-section (2) or 
sub-section (3), as the case may be, for any 
propose which appears to any such officer or 
authority necessary or expedient for the efficient 
prosecution of the war or for maintaining supplies 
and services essential to the life of the community; 
and tke # terms of any such agreement or licence as 
is mentioned in sub-section (2) shall be inoperative 
so far as concerns the making, use, exercise or 
vending of an invention under this sub-section as 
they are inoperative so far as concerns the making, 
use or exercise of an invention under sub-section 
(2) .” ; 

(b) in sub-section (4), for the words “or exercise” 
the words “ exercise or vending* * had been substi- 
tuted ; 

,(c) to sub-section (5) the following proviso had 
been added, namely: — 

“Provided that nothing in this sub-section shall 
affect the right to vend an invention conferred by 
sub-section (3A). M ; 

(d) after sub-section (5) the following sub- 
section had been inserted, namely: — 

“(6A) The purchaser of any article sold in 
pursuance of sub-section (8A) or sub-section (6) and 
any person claiming through him may deal with 
the article in like manner as if the patent for the 
invention were held cm behalf of His Majesty.’*
